The measure, vetoed only Mon- | 
day, would strip Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson of authority 
to approve or disapprove loans 
by the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration. 


The House will consider the 
veto Thursday. The bill will auto- 
matically become law if the 
House, like the Senate, musters a 
two-thirds majority for its enact- 
ment over the President's objec- 
tions. 

WOULD BE FIRST 

In that event, it would be the 
first bill written into law over a 
veto since President took office 
in 1953. The President has vetoed 
138 measures. Seventy-nine were 
“private’’ bills dealing with claims 
against the government, individ- 
ual immigration cases and the 
like. 


A close House contest is in 
prospect, with the outcome un- 
certain. 

The Senate margain for over- 
riding Tuesday was two more 
than the required two-thirds ma- 
jority of those present and vot- 
ing. The action nonetheless was a 
sharp rebuke to the President and 
. Benson. 


Only a few hours earlier the

to Republican legislative leaders 
that Congress would sustain the 
veto. In his veto message Mon- 
day, he called the bill ‘‘a major 
retreat from sound administra- 
tive policy and practice.”

Facts Aren't Pretty 
On Roads Program 


Bit by bit Georgians are learning 
harsh truths about their highway pro- 
gram, consequences of which this news- 
paper has been warning about for years. 
They deal with the penalties of political 
road building, of highways built without 
thought of maintenance or quality. 

A Georgia Senate committee yester- 
day issued a blunt report saying that of 
the state’s 16,000 miles of paved roads, 
between 6,000 and 7,000 miles need “com- 
plete resurfacing at this time.” It pointed 
out, too, that the state sooner or later is 
going to have to take over maintenance 
of the greatest political indulgence of 
them all, Gov. Griffin’s costly $100,000,- 
000 rural roads program on borrowed 
funds. 

If Georgia is to salvage its invest- 
ment in roads, the committee declares, 
we must spend $32,000,000 to resurface 
and maintain them, beginning with an 
allotment of $10,000,000 immediately. 
Until this is accomplished, the report 
suggests the state retrench its building 
program to match available funds. 

Gov. Vandiver has been saying much 
the same thing now for a number of 
weeks. He said flatly the highway de- 
partment is broke. He also correctly 
assessed the blame. 

What the committee reveals is shock- 
ing, of course. 

For years Georgians have witnessed 
the spectacle of counties bought in elec- 
tion years with road contracts and prom- 
ises of road contracts. When this did not 
suffice, there came the promise of the 
$100,000,000 in borrowed funds. That, 
too, must be paid back. 

But right now the condition of Geor- 
gia’s main highways and the deteriorating 
expensively-built rural roads are with 
us. We must either repair them and 
maintain them or let them fall apart. 
One alternative, of course, is to raise 
$32,000,000 and more in additional taxes 
and go on with the process. 

The Senate committee does not rec- 
ommend going ahead with additional 
taxes. It does suggest that our highway 
program be brought in line with busi- 
ness administration and available means. 
Until such time as more order and 
businesslike operations can be forged 
out of the present situation, it doesn’t 
make much sense to continue to throw 
good money after bad. 

That, it seems to us, is what the Sen- 
ate committee is saying. Georgia des- 
perately needs a formula for road-build- 
ing and maintenance which will stand the 
test of time and pressures of the poli- 
ticians. “More roads, more roads and 
still more roads” without thought of 
quality or maintenance will keep the 
department bankrupt forever while the 
taxpayers dig deeper and deeper. 

Meanwhile, we congratulate this com- 
mittee for its courage in telling the peo- 
ple the truth. 
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Clarke Jury Is Right 


About Firearms Laws 


Legislation to regulate sale and li- 
censing of firearms, as urged by the 
Clarke County Grand Jury, is badly 
needed in Georgia. 

Under present conditions about all it 
takes to obtain a lethal weapon is the 
ability to pay for same. The door is 
wide open to all comers, including those 
with criminal records. 

From time to time efforts were made 
to set up controls of some sort, among 
them being the passage of a nation- 
al firearms act last year, but on the 
whole regulations are weak and en- 
forcement is quite loose. 

The Clarke County Grand Jury has 
proposed specific laws that are sound and 
reasonable, Its appeal to other grand 
juries in the state to join in a crusade 
for such legislation should be heeded. 

Appropriate follow-up action by the 
General Assembly would be a deterrent 
to crime and would serve as a safeguard 
to law-abiding citizens.

Isolation Futile, Fatal 


President Eisenhower yesterday went | 


before the U.S. Chamber of Commerce, 
a frequent critic of phases of foreign aid 
programs, to plead with its members to 
help him convince the American people 
that “isolation for America is a futile 
and fatal policy.” 

As head of the party which basked in 
isolation for many years and which to- 
day has far too many who persist in be- 
lieving the United States can close its 
borders while an aggressive communism 
gobbles up the world, the President 
showed political courage and wisdom. 
Aid — technical, economic, educational, 
military and political — is an instrument 
for survival of freedom. 

It has become increasingly evident 
that the Soviet Union intends to use eco- 
nomic and political penetration to gain 
the ends which U.S. military prepared- 
ness thus far has thwarted. There are 
more than a billion people, virtual illit- 
erates, who today live in poverty and in 
ever-increasing numbers. They are the 
targets of communism. They very likely 
will decide the future of our world. 

Emphasis on economic and ideologi- 
cal warfare must not only be countered 
by government but by private interests 
as well. There is a need for more and 
more American capital to help develop 
native industries and native markets. 
Mere handout of funds is not a solution.

As the South’s representatives fight 
in Congress against civil rights proposals 
and attempt to uphold the doctrine of 
states rights, an event in Mississippi 
makes their words much more difficult 
for the rest of the nation to hear. 

The hooded mob which dragged a 
Negro prisoner from the Poplarville, 
Miss., jail to a fate not yet known thus 
maligns the South and all its millions of 
decent citizens who profess belief in 
orderly court procedures.

The scene on the Senate floor 
that put the appointment in jeop- 
ardy saw Morse reply in kind 
to Mrs. Luce’s reflection on his 
sanity. There was “an old, old 
pattern of emotional instability” 
in Mrs. Luce’s behavior, he said. 


Sen. Dirksen of Illinois, Repub- 
lican floor leader, conferred twice 
during the evening with the White 
House and said President Eisen- 
hower thought there was ‘‘cer- 
tainly provocation” for Mrs. 
Luce’s statement. 


CALLED DOCTOR? 


Dirksen said he had been told 
that Morse had called Mrs. Luce’s 
doctor to learn ‘‘whether she was 
under the care of a psychiatrist.” . 

He added, “She wasn’t and 
isn’t.”” 

Informed of Luce’s suggestion 
that his wife resign, Morse said 
Tuesday night that “‘her resigna- 
tion would be good for the coun- 
try.” 


The trouble on the Senate floor 
came in unexpected climax late 
Tuesday afternoon to Morse’s 
seemingly doomed campaign to 
prevent Mrs. Luce’s confirma- 
tion. 

The Oregon Democrat had 
openly fought Mrs. Luce for the 
past two weeks, contending that 
the ‘‘intemperate” character of 
her past campaign oratory and 
her record as ambassador to 
Italy disqualified her for the ap- 
pointment. Monday Morse had 
delayed an immediate Senate: 
vote by talking for more than 
three hours against her. 


When the Senate met Tuesday, 
however, confirmation was a 
foregone certainty. The debate 
opened in a comic vein when one 
of Mrs. Luce’s champions, Sen. 
Dirksen, hit a rhetorical peak 
by demanding: ‘‘Why ‘thresh old 
straw and beat an old bag of 
bones?”’ 


While the galleries guffawed. 
Dirksen attempted to recoup by 
explaining that he was not refer- 
ring to Mrs. Luce, but to her 
campaign attacks on former 
Democratic presidents, which 
were a basis of Morse’s opposi- 
tion. “I just got my metaphors 
mixed,” he explained later. 


The vote to confirm was taken 
and approved by 79 to 11. All 11 
votes against Mrs. Luce were by 
Democrats.

vote or two in opposition. Eleven 
votes in protest after Morse’s at- 
tacks amounted to less than a 
total vote of Senate confidence. 


With this, however, the case 
was apparently closed. The Sen- 
ate moved on to a vote on over- 
riding President Eisenhower's 
veto of a bill affecting the Rural 
Electrification Administration. 


The veto was beaten and the 
Senate still crowded, the Demo- 
crats savoring victory, when 
Morse claimed the floor on a point 
of personal privilege. 


He read a statement Mrs. Luce 
had made in New York a few 
minutes sori which included 
the following line 


“My difficulty, of course, goes 
some years back and begins when 
Sen. Wayne Morse of Oregon was 
kicked in the head by a horse.” 


This statement, Morse said, 
proved the point he had been ar- 
guing from the first about Mrs, 
Luce. She lacked “‘tact’’ and ‘“‘di- 
plomacy,” he said. 


“Not so soon did I expect that 
those of us who voted against 
Clare Booth Luce would be proven 
so right,” he went on. 


KICKED IN 1951 


As for the horse-kick story, he 
said, “‘I was confronted with that 
Republican smear all through the 
1956 campaign.”” This was a 
canard which the voters of Oregon 
had answered when they returned 
him by an overwhelming majority 
to the Senate, he said. 


(It was in 1951 that Morse was 
kicked by a horse. A mare named 
Missie broke his jaw in a horse 
show at Orkney Springs, Va.) 


Morse had begun by stating that 
he was blessed with ‘‘a sense of 
humor” and he sought to main- 
tain a smile throughout his speech. 
His voice, however, betrayed an 
unamused emotion. 


“I am not surprised that this 
slanderer that the Senate con- 
firmed just a few minutes ago 
would make this kind of state- 
ment,”’ he said. 


It. was consistent, he added, 
with ‘‘an old, old pattern of emo- 
tional instability on the part of 
this slanderer.”’ 


The Senate listened tensely to 
the Morse speech, What was in- 
volved, it soon became clear, was 
an attack on a member of the 
“club,”’ an event certain to be in- 
terpreted as an insult to the Sen- 
ate, coming so soon after the con- 
firmation vote.

Moreover, the Republican argu- 
ment for confirming Mrs. Luce 
had been that the “intemperate”’ 
nature of her campaign attacks 
on Democratic presidents should 
not weigh against her now, for 
she had mellowed. 


As Morse finished, Dirksen 
quickly rose and attempted to 
blunt the ‘impact of the Luce 
statement with commentary in a 
light vein about the bitterness of 


| politicians’ talk. Sen. Capehart 


(R-Ind) also tried joshing Morse 
to relieve the atmosphere. 


At this point, however, Sen. 
Lausche (D-Ohio), who had voted 
to confirm Mrs. Luce, opened a 
bitter speech. “I regret that I 
cannot look upon this incident in 
the lightness in which it has been 
accepted,” he began. 


Mrs. Luce’s statement, he said, 
revealed “an absence of ration- 
ality so serious” that, had it been 
made before the vote, “I would 
not have approved the nomina- 
tion.”” It had violated “every pre- 
cept of propriety,” he said. 


The Senate, he went on, “‘can- 
not glibly and lightly stand by in 
spite of the power of this lady’’ 
and accept the offense. Then, 
turning to Morse, he concluded, 
“I ‘disagreed with you, ‘Senator 
Morse, but I would be foul to my- 
self if I remained silent.” 


Sen. Yarborough (D-Tex), who 
had also voted for Mrs. Luce, be- 
gan by commending the 11 ‘who 
had the good judgment” to vote 
against her. 


“Experience has profited her 
not,” he said. Her statement 
showed that the Senate was send- 
ing to Brazil ‘‘an ambassador 
that is more skilled in invective 
than in diplomacy,” he said. 


In his statement Tuesday night, 
Luce said his wife had long been 
the victim of criticism aimed not 
only at her but also at him be- 
cause of his position in the pub- 
lishing world. “The attack of 
Senator Wayne Morse is perhaps 
the most vitriolic example of 
this,” he said. 


The attacks, he said, raised the 
question whether she. could now 
“accomplish the delicate mission”’ 
in Brazil ‘‘in a climate of uneasi- 
ness which the smears and sus- 
picions aired on the Senate floor 
naturally created in Brazil.”

Escapee Harold Taylor Tuesday 
proved he was as good as his 
word. 


Taylor, 38, walked off at noon 
last Friday from a prison branch 
under construction near Valdosta. 
He was sérving 30 years following 
convictions for burglary in Ful- 
ton and DeKalb counties. 


Monday Taylor called Atlanta 
Policé Sgt. W. D. Anderson, who 
had arrested him many times 
during the last two decades. 


GOT TO WONDERING 


“Mr. Anderson,”’ he was quoted. 
‘*You looking for me?”’ 


Assured by Anderson that he 
was, Taylor said: 


“I'm. going back, Mr. Ander- 
son. I just couldn't hear anything 
from you folks up here in Atlanta 
and I got to wondering how things 
was going. You can stop looking 
for me now because I'm going 
back. I’m leaving right now.” 


Taylor did go back, Georgia 
Board of Corrections officials con- 
firmed Tuesday. But he didn’t 
go back to Valdosta. Instead he 
showed up at the Lee County 
prison branch early Tuesday. 


SERVED TIME IN LEE 


Corrections Director Jack For- 
rester said Taylor had served 
time previously at Lee County. 
But he added the wandering Tay- 
lor would not be allowed to stay 
there this time. 


“He will be taken back to Val- 
dosta,”” Forrester said. “There 
are some things we want to find 
out about and then we will de- 
cide what is to be done with him.” 


One of the things the state is 
interested in is who furnished 
civilian clothes for Taylor after 
he disappeared from the prison. 
Forrester said Taylor hid his 
prison uniform under a bridge a 
quarter of a mile from the camp 
and hitch-hiked to Atlanta. 


RECORD RUNS 5 PAGES 


Taylor, who has a five-page 
previous arrest record dating 
back to his juvenile days, pro- 
tested he did nothing wrong dur- 
ing his weekend holiday. 


“Aw, I didn’t steal a thing,” he 
was quoted. “I looked at some 
guns. But I didn’t touch ‘em. I 
just wanted to see how everybody 
was getting along.”’ 


Corrections officials said Tay- 
lor had been moved to the camp 
under construction because he was 
an expert plumber. They added 
he went across the prison yards 
for supplies last Friday and fail- 
ed to come back.

“Don Giovanni,”’ Mozart’s trag- 
ic-comis opera of the fate that be- 
falls the libertine, is regarded by 
many connoissturs of music as 
the most perfect opera ever writ- 
ten. 


Based on the legend of Don 
Juan—fabled lover and leaver of 
women—the opera was written 
around a book by Lorenzo De 
Ponte. Mozart reportedly did not 
compose the overture until the 
night before the final rehearsal, 
and was kept awake by his wife, 
who read him stories and fed him 
punch until he had finished. 


MADE DEADLINE 


Despite the close deadline, the 
opera had its premiere in Prague 
Oct. 28, 1787. 


The Metropolitan Opera did its 
first “Giovanni” Nov. 29, 1883, 
with Sembrich, Nilsson and Cam- 
panini in the cast. This was 57 
years after its American premiere 
at the Park Theatre, New York, 
May 23, 1826. 


Scotti made his Met Pea as 
the Don in 1899. Gustav Mahler 
conducted a revival of the opera 
at the Met in 1908 with Eames, 
Gadski, Sembrich, Bonci and 
Chaliapin.

Observers im international 
matches in recent years. have 
reached the conclusion that the 
approach of the Americans to the 
IMP (International Match Point) 
type of scoring is not entirely 
sound and that the Europeans 
have sounder views on the philos- 
ophy of the game. Americans lean 


you |toward the bidding of doubtful 


games because as we score, the 
reward for game is out of propor- 
tion to the minor disaster of in- 
curring a small set. 


The aggressiveness of the 
American players is demon- 
strated in the accompanying deal 
from the recent world’s cham- 
pionship contest between Italy 
and the United States. 


At one table, Mr. Fishbein, 
South, opened the bidding with 
one club and when West over- 
called with one heart, Mr. Hazen, 
North, chose to bid two diamonds. 
This is a close point and some 
players considered that a free bid 
of two clubs might be safer 
strategy. Fishbein chose to rebid 
three clubs. It was the feeling 
of the “Side Line Generals” that 
Hazen might have passed but he 
did go on to bid four clubs and 
under the momentum generated 
by this sequence of bids Fish- 
bein bid five. In the play the 
Americans went down two tricks 
for a loss of 100 points. 


In the other room Belladonna, in 
the South position, was required 
by the peculiarities of their sys- 
tem to make an unnatural open- 
ing bid of one spade. The club 
bid of course, was barred to him 
because in their method that is 
the strong opening call. It is en- 
tirely artificial and represents a 
hand of considerably more 
strength than this. Avarelli in the 
North position bid two diamonds. 
Belladonna then showed his real 
suit by calling three clubs which 
Avarelli passed. 


Belladonna had no difficulty ful- 
filling his contract for nine tricks 
and 110 points for Italy. The com- 
bined swing of 210 points afforded 
the invaders a gain of 3 IMP 
which is pretty nearly the equiv- 
alent of many a game contract.

It Wasn't the Plane 
Shaking, Pappy Says 


One thing has bothered me since the days of World War II. 
J have talked about this business with other folk who were in the 
conflict and with others I thought might have the answer. 


Here Tuesday I talked with a real Medal of Honor winner of 


World War II, and I asked him the question: “‘Were you calm and 
cool while the time of immediate danger was going on and then 
got scared to death after it was all over?” 


‘“Hell,. yes,”’ blunt-talking Col. Gregory “Pappy” Boyington 
said. ‘‘Let me-tell you something: 


' “The first time I was in combat I shot down the opposition 
Jap plane all right, but I got a wound in the left arm. After it 
was all over and I started back to the Flying Tiger base the plane 
started shaking. To»me it seemed it was about to fall apart. I 
loosened my safety belt and raised up to look at the tail section, 


which I figured was about to come off. Nothing was wrong. Then I © 


realized that all the shaking was caused by my heart a-thumping 
and a-thumping—just shaking me, not the plane!” 


Pappy admits that he had no “hero complex”’ when he went to 
join the Flying Tigers in Jap-embattled China. “I had more debts 


“After they decided I was dead—back there in 1943 when I was 
shot dowti—they decided to give me a Medal of Honor (Pappy holds 
the record: 28 Jap planes shot down, 24 destroyed on the ground). 
1. fooled them and came back alive. We were standing around on 
the White House lawn waiting for Truman to come out and 
the medals around our necks.
